WHEREAS, the Board of Directors previously authorized the staff of the 
Trust to develop and execute, in conjunction with the appropriate personnel at the 
City of Chicago, a competitive procurement process to provide lead contractor 
services on the Smart Lighting project; and 

WHEREAS, the staff received responses from six proposers; and 

WHEREAS, an independent evaluation committee reviewed and, 
informed by input from appropriate technical advisors, scored all of the proposals 
received and made recommendations to a selection committee (the “Smart 
Lighting Selection Committee”) from among the six proposals; and 

WHEREAS, the Smart Lighting Selection Committee has rank ordered its 
two finalists; 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED that the Smart Lighting 
Selection Committee’s ranked finalists be recommended to the City of Chicago 
for the commencement of negotiations regarding a contract for the Smart Lighting 
project.
